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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to an 
electrochemical fuel cell comprising a monolithic flow-field-bipolar plate assembly 
comprising: a first and second porous metal flow field directly bonded to opposite sides 
of an electrically conducting gas barrier by continuous metallurgical bonds; and wherein 
the porous metal flow fields are configured to deliver gaseous reactants to the 
intermediate layers by flowing through the pores of the porous metal flow fields 

The prior art, such as Fronk et al. U.S. Patent 6,372,376, teaches an electrically 
conducting fuel cell component comprising first and second metal flow fields 58 & 60 
having a plurality of grooves 66 & 82. The reference is silent to metal flow fields that 
are configured to deliver gaseous reactants to the intermediate layers of a fuel cell, by 
flowing through the pores of the porous metal flow fields. Therefore, the invention is 
patentably distinct from Fronk.
